British Columbia lms grievances 
against Canada that are not to !>o chal- 
lenged, and no ddu'bt tho mission of 
Lord Duft'oiin is to BOofehe the Pro- 
vince; and as its loyalty is exceptional- 
ly intense, perhaps his task may be 
ea&ver than it would seem to he. It is 
tu%<3 doubted, however, if all the tact 
and geniality of Lord Dufferin will 
succeed in obliterating the sense of 
cruel injustice under which tho Pro- 
vince is writhing. The visit of the 
Governor-General may excite enthusi- 
asm, and oust unpleasant reflections 
for the moment; but British Columbia 
knows her own interest too well not to 
continue to feel that she has been 
wronged and injured, and after Lord 
Dufferin has returned to his seat of gov- 
ernment the British Columbians no 
doubt Will return to their discontent. 
The position of British Columbia is 
indeed one that must cause great anx- 
iety and exeito much commiseration. 
Its loyalty forbids it to entertain the 
iJ^'.'t of annexation to the United 
ftftjtea, and even if that were not so, it 
may be questioned if the weight of 
taxation pressing on America would 
not prevent the idea from being enter- 
tained seriously. Then, if tho Pro 
vinee were to demand the abrogation 
of the union, on the ground of the 
non-fulfilment of tho tonus of agreement 
by Canada, it might seem to it to be 
diminishing tho chances of obtaining 
the great connecting link with tho At- 
lantic for the want of which it is lan- 
guishing. And yet if matters are al- 
lowed to stand a| at present, British 
Columbia, besides suffering all the 
disadvantages of connection with Can- 
ada and experiencing none of the pos- 
sible advantages, will remain in a de- 
pressed and isolated condition. It 
All be interesting to see what Lord 
Dufferin will propose to tho Province. 
All the compensation that Canada can 
by any possibility offer to it will be its 
due. It may have to await the coming 
of better times, but meanwhile Canada 
has an enormous debt on account of 
unfulfilled engagements to discharge 
to her Province The Home Govern- 
ment, too, -that called the settlement 
into existence lies under a heavy moral 
obligation to do what can be done for 
this struggling and disappointed, 
though thoroughly loyal community. 
[Standard August 21.] 
The case is one which calls for the 
further active interposition of tho 
Imporinl Government. If Canada is 
not willing or able to carry out the 
terms on which she tempted British 
Columbia to join the Confederation — 
teams which have been made by the 
si* e-ediieut [negotiations very much 
less onerous than those of the original 
bond of 1871 — that province has a 
clear right to with-drnw from the 
union. Yet its doing so, though it is 
a prospect which some Canadian 
statesmen affect to regard with 
unconcern, would involve the British 
Empire in North American in a serious 
danger, if it did not imperil tho sta- 
bility of the Dominion. A North 
American Confederation wanting 
British Columbia is maimed of one of 
its essential limbs. Tho Dominion is 
a reduced, in Yankee phrase, to a " 
horse" affair. British Coin 
soperated from the other provinces 
stands in great danger of being drawn 
into tho other Union on tho south, 
which already is tempting her allegi- 
ance .1 Tho quarrel between tho 
avince and tho Dominion appears 
"nave arrived ut its present stago 
chiefly through the insinercs; narrow, 
and vacillating policy of the present 
Canadian Government, which certainly 
is responsible for the failure of Lord 
Carnarvon's compromise of 1874. 
Nor can wo help thinking that if Mr. 
Mackenzie had been half as zealous 
in the cause of reciprocity as between 
the Doujinionimd the ]uovince as ho 
has been between Canada and tho 
United States there would not have 
arisen this formidable difficulty bo 
tweon two sections pf British people in 
North America.

The Dominion Government took its 
stand upon two "principles" in 
refusing to carry out the stipulations 
of 1874. In the first place, Mr. 
Mackenzie argued that tho contract 
vfe conditional upon previous de- 
clarations of the Ottawa Parliament 
that tho railway expenditure 



never involve an increase of tho ex- 
isting rate of taxation; and, secondly, 
that it was conditional upon tho 
assent of tho Ottawa Parliament. 
But to carry out tho bargain would, it 
was asserted, subject the Dominion fro 
"a hopeless burden of debt;" while, 
though theCanadiau House of Com- 
mons had approved theEsquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway scheme, the Senate 
had rejected it. Therefore, Mr. 
Muokenzio went tocontond, "it would 
seom reasonable" that the Britsh 
Columbians should construct thin 
local railway for themselves, and that 
"the compensation to be given them 
by Canada for any delays which may 
take place iu tho construction of the 
Pacific Railway should be in tho form 
of a cash bonus" to bo applied to the 
railway or to other local works, and 
the amount of this bonus was assessed 
at a "liberal" sum— 750,000 dols. To 
this offer the Brilish Columbians have 
not acceded. They say that by j 
accepting it thoy would clearly debar 
themselvos from protesting against j 
any further delays in the execution 
of the railway policy, which is not 1 
only of immense importance to them i 
politically, but, if carried out on tho | pi?ti 
terms of Lord Carnarvon's compro- 
mise, would socuro tboin nn annual 
expenditure of 2,000,000 dols. within 
tho provinco. To give up all this for 
little more than a third of the pum in 
hard cash would bo a signally bad 
bargain. As to the other stipulations 
of tho compromise, thoro is little 
ground for expecting that tho Cana- 
dians will be more steadfast in 
observing them thau fclioy have been 
in dealing with tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo scheme. If Lord Dufferin 
has only been authorized to offer the 
province a slightly increased "cash 
bonus." it is not surprising that he 
has failed to conciliate tho local 
opposition. No doubt tho Imperial 
Government will feel that it is its 
duty to protest against any demand for 
secession 3 but wo must not forget 
that an annexationist movement is 
always possible in British Columbia.

Ho 
hoped on arriving at Cuba to bo got 
off through the assistance ar.d iniluouce 
ot friends and avoid being surrender- 
ed to tho American authorities. Ho 
expressed great disappointment on the 
arrival of the Franklin. Mr. Adeo, 
acting Minister of tho U. S., in the 
absence of Gen. Gushing, went on 
board to confer with her commander 
regarding the proposed transfer of 
Tweed and Hunt to the Franklin. The 
intention is to remove the prisoners 
from their present quarters to the 
steamer, this evening. During their 
confinement in Castello del Custru 
Tweed and Hunt were kept in separ- 
ate roomy and closely guarded, not 
allowed to communicate with each 
other. Capt.. Graly issued strict or- 
ders that no one should be allowed to 
speak to them. Mr. Adeo has been 
warned that "Tweed might mako away 
with himself rather than return to the 
United States. The commander of 
the Franklin has therefore been in- 
structed to keep him strictly confined 
and leave him no opportunity to jump 
overboard. 

Berlin, Sept. 27. — Emperor Wil- 
liam, m addressing a deputation on 
the Eastern question to-day, said a 
basis now appears to have been found 
for the policy of the great powers 
which we may fairly hope will leud to 
a very satisfactory result. 

Sr. Peteb'hbijrg, Sept. 27. — Tbo 
Russian Consul at Belgrade bus boon 
instructed to declare that Russia can 
in no case support tho proclamation of 
Prince MiLm 

London, Sept. 27.- -A deputation 
headed by the Lord Mayor presented 
to Earl Derby to-day a rasolution pass- 
ej at a meeting on the Eustefn ques- 
tion at Guildhall on tho 18th inst. 
Earl Derby said : "You may bo suie 
that tho Government cannot under- 
rate the strength of the popular feel- 
in;; which undoubtedly has shown it- 
self so strongly in the lust few weok" 
with regard to tno Bulgarian atroci- 
ties. 1 apprehend wo nil agree in 
principle as to what ought to be done. 
I shall in a few days be able to pub- 
lish a dispatch which hns baeu sont to 
Sir Henry Elliott, British Ambassador 
at Constantinople He has been di- 
rected to interview the Sultan and lav 
the facts fully and unreservedly before 
him, to denounce by name tho persons 
named by Mr. Baring us tho prinoipal 
authois of tho atrocities, and call for 
their punishment. He has also been 
directed to represent tho urgent ne- 
cessity for relieving tho suffering caus- 
ed by the atrocities, special attention 
to be given to tho numerous cases of 
tho abduction of women. They must 
be searched for and returned to their 
homes.

Arrived at Woodcock's landing on tho 23d 
iust., at 2.30 p. in. and took on board 120 
oases of canned fish, meat, and fruits 
from tbo North AVosteru Commercial 
Co.'s establishment. Loft at 7 p. m. run- 
ning under slow boll; weather stormy and 
squally. Called at Bella Bella on the 24th 
and anchored at Fanny Creek at 11 p. m. 
on the following day. Arrived at Alert 
Bay on tiie 2tith at G a. m. lay there ull 
that night and left on tho 27th; at 7.30 
a. m. tied up to repair machinery and ar- 
rived at Departure Buy all right ou tho 
28ih at 9. HO a. m. , and at Victoria ou tho 
same day at 8 p.m., making tho trip down 
in 3 days IS 1 /, hours exclusive of stop- 
pages.

Thibert Creek the Rath Brothers' claim 
has payed well and it is estimated that 
tuoy havo taken out over $8,000 dur- 
ing" tho season. The Sylvester claim on 
Snow Creek has also eomo up to the com- 
pany's expectations, and no leas than GOO 
men havo been enabled to find employ- 
ment on Thibert Creek and its tributaries. 
The prospectors who left several months 
ago to prospect Tacko River havo return- 
ed, but do not report having discovered 
auy diggings worth working. A party of 
them, however, intend to return with a 
good supply of provisions, and will pros 
peot the hike, as from information receiv- 
ed from Indians they aro inclined to be- 
lieve that largo quantities of gold exist in 
that locality. Many of the miners intend 
to winter at Steamboat Landing instead of 
at Fort Wrangel. Mi. M. Moas is making 
extensive arrangements to construct cab- 
ins at tho lauding. He is alBo erecting a 
large dance-house for the accommodation 
of miners during tho dreary winter 
months. The old claims on Deaso Creek 
have paid well and have provided em- 
ployment for many men who would other- 
wise hare boon in a bad fix, and on Thi- 
bert Creek besides Rath Bros.' claim the 
MeWka, Shearer, and Choquetto may be 
named amongst the most successful. Nu- 
merousothors havo also remunerated their 
ownors satisfactorily : arid Midbow's claim 
at the mouth of Berry Crock is paying 
from 70 to 90 ozs. per week steadily. 
Tho now Gold Commissioner, Arthur 
Vowell, Esq., has won tho goodwill of 
the minors by his justness, and in many 
respects he has given satisfaction to par- 
ities who under the former administration 
sought redress iu vuiu. Tho trail is in 
good condition and packiug is conse- 
quently -iy, cents less per pound this 
year than last.

thus paid by the complaining parties for 
what now costs 825.

Religion in Schools. 

Editor Colonist:— I havo wnitod pa- 
tiently before taking up my pen to givo a 
small portion of the praise duo to a mar- 
tyr to tho principles of morality and truth 
iu tho hope that somoono better qualified 
than myself would have undertaken tho 
duty — for it cannot he called a ta'sk. 

It is freely ad mitted by men of thought 
and culture iu different parts of tho world 
that tho opun Bitilo has beou tho chief 
means of England and America's great- 
ness. It brings with it freedom of thought 
and action, clears away mysteries and su- 
perstitions. In countries whore tho uso 
of tho Bible is restricted wo find tho mor- 
al tone decidedly lower, and that com- 
merce, literature and art have not attain- 
ed the same proud position as iu tho groat 
Protestant oouutrics. And wliero tho 
light of the Bible and Western civiliza- 
tion has not yet penetrated, wo find su- 
perstition, barbarity and a rudo civiliza- 
tion (if L may so term it). The progress 
made in some countries, and tbo want of 
it iu others, ought to furnish a salutary 
example to statesmen and politicians who 
have to do witti thu destiny of a young 
and rising country to avoid the evils 
arising from an unenlightened system of 
education, and to ombraco tho advantoges 
arising from promoting in the youth of a 
nation principles of honesty and truth. 
The boys and girls of Victoria may not 
bo worse than those of other parts of tho 
world ; but most assuredly they nro not 
better, and stand in much need of moral 
and religious training. The parents of 
children attending the public schools, as 
a general rule, have not the time, incli- 
nation or knowlodge to givo their chil- 
dren religious instruction; ami unlor-s 
right principles nro instilled into thorn at 
the Sunday and day kcIiooIb therG is littlo 
hope of it being done elsewhere. 

Tho master of the High School at Vic- 
toria has recently boon oallod tu task bo- 
causo ho asked the blesbiug (if God on tho 
pupils and tho work of tho day. Is this 
as it should be in an English Provinoe? 
At whose desire is tho foundation of all 
righteousness and truth to be ignorod? 
It cannot bo nt that of tho Protestant, tho 
Roman Catholic or Jew. In whoso inter- 
est, then, is this cold socnlarity adopted 
in our system of education? Are tho 
young not only to ho taught no morality 
but to ignore tin-. Supremo Creator ? Aro 
they to learn thoirh ssons of morality and 
honesty in the streets and guttoi-s? If so, 
such an evil will soonor or later roaot on 
tho country. 

I consider the withdrawal of Mr. Nich- 
olson from tho High Sohool a groat pub- 



lic loss— a man of such sterling principle 
and highminded disinterestedness who. 
sooner than forego his high principles for 
a little temporary gain, nobly sacrificed 
his position and its emoluments, 

Mr. Nicholson is a man who will make 
his mark and living any where, and I wish 
him ull manner of happiness and pros- 
perity. It is much to bo regretted that 
ho did not conlinuo his connection with 
educational matters for which lie is so 
well qualified. Re would, without doubt, 
havo been a groat benefit to Lbo Province 
It is to be hoped that before long wiser 
Councils will prevail and that the public, 
tho Legislature and the School Trustees 
will insist on tbo highest moral teaching 
being given in our public schools.

Canadian Mail.

Ottawa, Sept. 16. — Intelligence 
was to-day received from Lieut. -Govern- 
or Morris of tho completion ot the second 
treaty with tho Indian tribes occupying 
the country of wbioh Fort Pitt may be 
described as the centre. Tho treaty con- 
cluded three weeks ago with tho Indians 
near Prince Albert settlement included 
all tho tribes east of the boundaries of tho 
treaty just made. Tho treaty now con- 
cluded embraces the whole of tho North 
Saskatchewan o runtry to the Rooky 
Mountains, and leaves only the Blaekfeat 
Indians ia the south-west portion of the 
Territory to be treated with next season. 

The nomination of candidates for tho 
representation of Victoria county, Nova 
Scotia, in the House of Commons, took 
place yesterday. Mr. John Ross, brother 
of tho late MiDister of Militia, is the Gov- 
ernment nominee, and Mr. Chus. G. 
Campbell tho Opposition candidate. 

Within tho past ten days thirteen fam- 
ilies from tho States have parsed their 
goods and chattels through the Customs, 
and given notieo of their intention to be- 
oomo permanent residents of Canada. 

Saunia, Sept. 1G. — Tho Manitoba left 
last night at 12 o'clock for Lako Superior 
with a full load of freight and 7 tons of 
bolts for the Canada Pacific Railway.

The Bravo Controversy. 

Though the Bravo case is virtually 
at an end, the excitement about it still 
continues.

Crisis in the Diamond Field.

The news of the fall ofthepriooof 
diamonds in London has caused quite 
a stagnation iu tho camps. Diggers 
have given up their claims by the 
score, and a sight of the mines now, 
contrasted with what it was a few 
months ago, is hardly credible. In 
and around the "kop" there are now 
supposed to be about 7,000 persons at 
work (whites and natives), whilst thon 
there wero double the nunibor. Business 
stands and tents can now bo had for a 
trillo, whereas previously they reached 
fabulous figures. Moreover, the tra- 
ders havo overstocked themselves, and 
they are gladly selling at and 
under cost price. In fact, articles of 
clothing, and everything excepting 
food, can bo had as cheap horo as in 
London; whilst it is genorally consid- 
ered that the carriage of heavy goods 
costs ns much as tho goods themselves. 
One of tho largest firms on the fields 
was so short of cash one week that 
they actually were obliged to borrow 
cash from a friend to pay tho carriage 
of a now consignment of goods. Yot 
they are considered wealthy traders, 
only at present, like all others hero, 
they have no ready cash. AVith all 
this no credit is given, and go whore 
you will a hard and fast line is laid 
down that tho terms are ready cash. A 
regular oxodus has sot in, and hundreds 
of whites who had sufficient have de- 
parted for moro profitable scenes of 
labor, whilst about ten times tho num- 
ber of Kafirs havo purchased guns and 
ammunition, and gone to help their 
brethren in the Transvaal. The poor- 
est of artisans wore pressed with abun- 
dance of work, aud no end of money; 
now tho host have to seek omployment, 
and very few buildings aro being pro- 
ceeded with. The streets which used 
to be thronged aro now almost desert- 
ed, and unless a change for tho better 
shortly takes place starvation stares us 
in tho face.
